T here is of cou rse in ­ 
finitely less ev idence that the cou rt 
com m itted this crim e than there is 
tha t Sacco and V anzetti com m itted 
m u rder: bu t in rad ical circles e v i­

p ublished by John Josep h McVey 
for use in Cathollo schools. 
He 
quoted the book as saying that 
“The Pop e has the rig ht to annul 
those laws or acts of g overnment 
that would Injure the salvation of 
souls or attack the natural rig hts 
of citizens,” that “the state should 
aid, p rotect and defend the (Ro­ 
man Catholic) church;” that the 
p rincip al oblig ation of the heads of 
states “is to p ractice the (Roman) 
Catholic relig ion themselves and, 
as they are in p ower, to p rotect 
and defend it,” and that “the state 
has the rig ht and duty” to “p ro­ 
scribe schism or heresy.” 
He alleg ed that 20,000,000 Cath­ 
olic students were being taug ht 
these p rincip les, which were, he 
said, objectionable teaching s from 
the p olitical standp oint. 
Similar 
quotations In Marshall’s orig inal 
letter were dismissed by the g ov­ 
ernor as dealing with the United 
States. 
Claim s T here is C onflict 
Marshall declared his contention 
was that there was conflict be­ 
tween the doctrine and p olicy of 
the church and the American g ov­ 
ernment, not between the faith 
of relig ion of the church and the 
g overnment. Smith took the latter 
view in his rep ly, Marshall said.

medal, Leg ion of Honor ribbon and 
croix de g uerre with p alm. 
The g overnor said he reg arded 
the p ublic school system as one of 
the foremost functions of g overn­ 
ment and said the larg est sing le 
Item of Increase ap p rop riation un­ 
der his administration was for the 
sup p ort of common schools. 
Then he p ointed to his larg e 
acquaintanceship with Catholic ec­ 
clesiastics and said he never had 
received from any of them any­ 
thing but “co-op eration and en­ 
courag ement in the fulL and com­ 
p lete discharg e of my duty to the 
state.” 
“I am unable to understand how 
anything that I was taug ht to be­ 
lieve as a Catholic could p ossibly 
be in conflict with what is g ood 
citizenship ,” the g overnor contin­ 
ued.

Too many dyspeptics have 
had a hand in the making of many 
of our theolog ical opinions. 
"Disease robs a man of ambition 
and takes his initiative from him. 
No man can be perfect in mind 
whose body is wracked with pain.” 
A g ood diet, Dr. Bell said, is per­ 
haps the most im portant part of his 
health prog ram. And fruit, he add­ 
ed, forms the principal ing redient 
of the diet. 
“Get into the habit of using or­ 
ang es and lemons every day,” he 
advised. 
Use no sug ar.” 
He recommended the following as 
the menu for a perfectly balanced 
dinner: 
“Broiled steak with butter and 
lemon, baked potato, combination 
salad with oil-lemon dressing , and 
a little honey, 
turnips, 
lemonade 
sweetened with honey, and mixed 
fruits.”

The Indians, Chinese, M alay s and 
A rab s are intelligent from a m em ­ 
ory standpoint, b ut they lack the 
initiative to cope w ith new prob ­ 
lem s, according to Sherm an.

educated, get an ex alted opinion of 
their own im portance, feel them ­ 
selves fitted for the b est job s, and 
w hen they fall down on the job s, 
b ecause they are unab le to cope 
w ith new situations, they b ecome 
discontented and cause troub le. 
F rance and England are slowly 
recovering from the effects of the 
W orld w ar, according to Sherm an, 
w ho declares tha t G erm any is in 
the b est condition of any nation in 
Europe.
